STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,   in  said  County  of 
Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 


You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  "Red  School"  in  said 
Francestown  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next,  at  10:00  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  voting  on 
Articles  1  thru  4  will  be  by  official  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  be  open  for 
balloting  on  said  date  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close 
before  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Article  1. 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

Article  2.  (Open  Space  Development) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  Articles  V  and  V-A,  Cluster  Option  with  a 
proposed  Open  Space  Development  and  to  amend  related  sections  of  the 
Ordinance  as  necessary,  as  proposed  by  the  Francestown  Planning  Board. 
The  purpose  of  the  proposal  is  to  better  define  the  open  space  development  option 
and  to  provide  clear  guidelines  for  this  land  conservation-based  method  of  land 
development  including  minimum  specifications  for  roads,  flexibility  of  lot  design, 
and  landscape  buffers.  If  app'-'^^'ed,  this  amendment  will  permit  Open  Space 
Development  for  single  family  residential  dwellings,  all  other  uses  within  an  OSD 
will  require  a  special  exception  fi-om  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 
The  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  proposal. 

Article  3.  (Wetland  and  Vernal  Pool  Conservation  District) 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  2-A.2  dealing  with  the  Wetlands 
Conservation  District  and  related  sections  of  the  Ordinance  as  necessary,  as 
proposed  by  the  Francestown  Planning  Board.  The  purpose  of  the  proposal  is  to 
bring  the  definition  of  'wetland'  into  conformity  with  the  definition  in  RSA  482- 
2: A  and  to  provide  a  100  foot  building  setbacks  fi-om  vernal  pools  and  wetlands 
greater  than  3,000  square  feet  in  area  to  protect  critical  breeding  and  feeding 
habitat. 

The  Plaiming  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  proposal. 

Article  4.  (Rules  Governing  Tnspector  of  Buildings) 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Rules  Governing  Inspector  of  Buildings  and 
Approval  of  Building  Plans  and  related  sections  of  the  Ordinance  as  necessary,  as 
proposed  by  the  Francestown  Planning  Board.  The  purpose  of  the  proposal  is  to 
require  building  permits  and  thereby  provide  review  by  the  building  inspector  for 


any  swimming  pool,  athletic  court,  windmill,  or  any  freestanding  satellite  dish, 
solar  collector  or  communications  antennae 

The  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  proposal. 

Pursuant  to  RSA  39:2a  and  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
1979,  you  are  hereby  notified  the  second  session  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Francestown  will  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Saturday,  the  Twelfth 
day  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  town 
will  act  on  the  following  subjects. 

Article  5,  (Bond)  (By  Ballot) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Million 
Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  the  acquisition  of  conservation  easements  or  open 
space  lands  by  the  Town,  all  for  the  pennanent  protection  of  appropriate  natural 
land  in  the  Town  of  Francestown,  the  suitability  of  such  land  to  be  determined  by 
the  Conservation  Commission  using  their  evaluation  procedure  adopted  in  2004, 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Conservation  Commission  to  act  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  in  connection  with  such  acquisitions  of  conservation  easements  or  open 
space  land  pursuant  to  NH  RSA  36-A,  and  to  further  authorize  the  issuance  of 
One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  of  bonds  and/or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (NH  RSA,  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  issue,  negotiate,  and  regulate  such  bonds  and/or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rates  of  interest  thereon:  such  bonds  shall  have  a  term  of  maturity  of 
not  less  than  20  years,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

A  majority  of  the  Selectmen  do  not  recommend  this  (1-2)  and  a  majority 
of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  (3  yes)  (1  abstain)  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  6. 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  to  make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  7. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Twenty  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($223,000.00)  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Accounts,  to  be  allocated  as  follows: 

FutureReplacement  of  Fire  Dept.  Radios  $  1,000.00 

Future  Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks  0.00 

Future  Replacement  or  Purchase  of  Hwy.  Equip.  60,000.00 

Future  Replacement  of  Police  Cruiser  15,000.00 

Future  Reappraisal  of  Real  Estate  0.00 

Future  Purchase  or  Improvement  of  Recreation  Lands  7,000.00 

Future  Town  Building  Improvements/Acquisition  20,000.00 

Future  Town  Road  Improvements  100,000.00 

Future  Improvement  of  Cemetery  10,000.00 

Future  Library  Building  10,000.00 


or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  8. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty  Thousand, 
Four  Hundred  Forty  Dollars  ($40,440.00)  for  the  purchase  and  fit-up  of  a  2005 
Police  4  door  SUV,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  Thirty  Eight 
Thousand,  One  Hundred  Forty  Dollars  ($38,140.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
account  entitled  "Future  Replacement  of  Police  Cruiser",  and  Two  Thousand 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,300.00)  from  the  undesignated  General  Fund  balance, 
or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

A  majority  of  the  Selectmen  (2-1)  recommend  this  appropriation,  a 
majority  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  (1-3)  do  not  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  9. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Forty  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($144,000.00)  for  the  replacement  of  a  6  wheel 
dump  truck  with  a  front  plow,  wmg  and  sander  body,  and  a  four  wheel  1  ton  dump 
truck  with  a  front  plow,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  One  Hundred 
Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($130,000.00)  fi-om  the  Capital  Reserve  account  entitled 
"Future  Purchase  of  Highway  Equipment",  and  Fourteen  Thousand  Dollars 
($14,000.00)  from  the  undesignated  General  Fund  balance,  or  take  any  other 
actions  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  a  majority  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  (3-1) 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  10. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eighty  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($85,000.00)  to  replace  the  existing  salt  shed  with  a  40  x  60 
pole  bam  with  an  asphalt  base,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  Eighty 
Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($85,000,00)  from  the  undesignated  General  Fund  balance, 
or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  tht-  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  11. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  operation  requirements  of  the 
Revocable  General  Cemetery  Maintenance  Trust  created  in  2004  so  that  the 
Cemetery  Commission  are  agents  to  expend  both  the  principal  and  interest  of  this 
trust,  rather  than  only  the  interest,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 


Article  12. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand 
Eight  Hundred  Thirteen  Dollars  and  Seventy-Five  Cents  ($7,813.75)  and  deposit 
said  amount  in  the  General  Cemetery  Trust,  said  amount  being  revenue  received 
from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  and  a  timber 
harvest  from  cemetery  property  Seven  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Thirteen  Dollars 
and  Seventy  Five  cents.  (S  7,513.75)  in  the  year  2004,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto; 

Article  13. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
and  Forty-Nine  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Ninety-One  Dollars  ($349,591.00)  to 
purchase  a  new  Class  A  Pumper  with  necessary  equipment;  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Two  Hundred  and  Seventy  Thousand  Dollars  ($270,000.00)  from 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled  "Future  Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks",  Fifty 
Four  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Nmety  One  Dollars  ($54,591 .00)  such  sum  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  and  accept  a  gift  from  the  MT.  Crochet  Firefighters' 
Association  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars,  ($25,000.00),  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  14. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Account  entitled 
"Future  Replacement  of  Town  Bridges",  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00),  to  fund  the  account  "Future  Replacement  of 
Town  Bridges",  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  15. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Account  entitled 
"Future  Replacement  and  Repair  of  Dry  Fire  Hydrants  and  the  Establishment  and 
Maintenance  of  Fire  Ponds",  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500.00),  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
to  ftind  the  account  "Future  Replacement  and  Repair  of  Dry  Fire  Hydrants  and  the 
Establishment  and  Maintenance  of  Fire  Ponds",  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 
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Article  16.  (2/3  Vote  Required) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  designation  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
account  entitled  "Future  Replacement  of  Department  Radios"  to  "Future 
Replacement  of  Fire  Equipment",  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  17. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($35,000.00)  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  detailed  bid  package 
to  reconstruct  the  portion  of  Poor  Farm  Road  from  Route  136  to  the  newly 
constructed  bridge  (approximately  Vi  mile),  and  provide  a  detailed  evaluation  of 
all  large  diameter  culverts  within  the  Town  to  include  repair/replacement 
recommendations,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  Thirty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  (535,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  account  entitled  "Future 
Town  Road  Improvements",  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  recommend  this,  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
voted  (2-2)  for  this  appropriation. 

Article  18.  (By  Petition) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars,  ($5000.00)  to  treat  Scobie  Pond  (aka  -  Haunted  Lake)  with  herbicide  to 
reduce  the  proliferation  of  milfoil,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  19. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Forty  Thousand 
Dollars,  ($40,000.00)  to  be  place  in  the  Conservation  Fund  as  authorized  by  RSA 
36-A:5,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  20. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  a  25+/-  acre  Town  owned  lot  located  on 
Farrington  Road  known  as  Tax  Map  1  Lot  1 0  (purchased  through  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  2004)  as  a  Town  Forest  as  allowed  by  RSA  31:110, 
and  to  armex  a  1.1+/-  acre  lot  of  Town  owned  land  known  as  Tax  Map  4,  Lot  1 1 
located  on  East  Road  to  Tax  Map  4,  Lot  16  (the  former  Tamposi  land  that  is  part 
of  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town  Forest),  thereby  adding  this  1.1  acre  lot  to  the  Crotched 
Mt.  Town  Forest,  and  further  authorize  the  Francestown  Conservation 
Commission  to  manage  this  property  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:112,  II,  or 
take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 
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Article  21. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  conservation  easement  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  open  space  and  conserving  natural  resources  to  be  placed  on  Town 
owned  parcels  of  land  that  include  Tax  Map  3,  Lot  91.1,  a  10+/-  acre  lot  on 
Journeys  End  Road,  and  Tax  Map  1 ,  Lot  2.4,  a  5+/-  acre  lot  located  on  Greenfield 
Road,  allowing  the  Conservation  Commission  discretion  with  the  wording  of  the 
easement  and  with  the  holder  of  the  easement  subject  to  approval  of  a  majority  of 
the  Selectmen,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  22. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  ownership  of  the  obsolete  1969 
International  Fire  Truck,  valued  at  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($2,500.00)  to  the  Mt.  Crotched  Firefighters'  Association  for  their  use  and  benefit, 
or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  23. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  subdivide  and  transfer  ownership  of  a  3  +/-  acre 
non  buildable  parcel  from  the  Town  owned  Crotched  Mountain  Property  (Map  7 
Lot  3)  that  houses  2  deeded  wells  and  a  pump  house  for  the  condominiums  off  of 
East  Road  for  the  current  and  all  future  costs  connected  with  the  ownership  of  all 
Town  owned  Lots  on  East  Road  and  part  of  Mountain  Maintenance  Corporation 
association;  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  24.  (By  Petition) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:28,  II  &  IV,  for  the 
optional  veterans  tax  credit  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  ($500.00)  on  residential 
property  and  replace  the  standard  tax  Veteran  credit  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  RSA 
72:28,1,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto;

Hard  to  believe  that  another  year  has  come  and  gone  and  we  are  again  preparing  for  yet  another  Town  meeting. 
Ahhough  this  year  was  at  times  very  trying,  we  were  able  to  successfully  complete  the  majority  of  the  projects  voted 
on  during  last  years  Town  meeting  and  quickly  move  forward  to  remedy  an  emergency  situation. 

Again,  we  wish  to  sincerely  thank  Elizabeth  (Betty)  Behrsing  for  all  of  her  time,  expertise  and  assistance  filing  the 
remainder  of  Steve  Brown's  term  due  to  his  move  to  be  closer  to  his  daughter  and  grandchild  in  North  Carolina.  For 
a  2nd  time,  Betty  "graciously  volunteered"  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  the  office  during  a  time  of  need. 

The  Main  Street  project  finally  arrived  and  they  were  able  to  complete  more  than  50%  before  the  cold  weather  set 
in.  The  project  will  continue  this  Spring  and  hopefully,  will  be  finished  by  mid  Summer.  Thanks  to  all  for  your 
patience  and  understanding. 

The  air-conditioning  units  were  installed  at  the  Town  offices  and  even  though  this  year  was  not  excessively  hot,  they 
were  a  welcomed  addition  on  those  days  when  the  temperatures  climbed  into  the  90's. 

The  front  steps  to  the  Town  offices  were  replaced  with  granite  making  the  front  of  the  building  very  attractive  as 
well  as  functional. 

The  fire  station  has  a  new  roof  and  the  project  was  completed  timely  and  professionally  with  no  impact  to  the 
operation  of  fire  company. 

Another  segment  of  the  2nd  NH  Turnpike  South  was  reconstructed.  The  project  was  completed  within  budget  and 
with  minimum  disruption  to  the  users  of  this  roadway. 

All  of  the  library  chimneys  were  inspected  and  repaired. 

Much  of  the  work  that  needed  to  be  accomplished  in  the  cemeteries  this  year  was  completed.  To  complete  the 
remaining  items,  we  have  carried  over  to  this  budget  year  the  balance  from  the  article. 

The  1.2  acre  lot  identified  as  Map  7  Lot  9  on  Mountain  Road  was  sold  and  annexed  to  Map  7  Lot  12  by  the  new 
owners. 

The  emergency  repair  to  the  collapsed  Poor  Farm  bridge  was  completed  with  the  help  of  local  contractors  and  the 
highway  department. 

We  recognize  that  these  accomplishments  we  made  possible  only  with  the  assistance,  support  and  dedication  of  our 
Town  employees  and  all  the  volunteers  that  serve  our  Town  in  so  many  capacities.

REPORT  ON  INTERNAL  CONTROL  BASED  ON 
AN  AUDIT  OF  BASIC  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  basic  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  December  3 1 ,  2004,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  January  2 1 ,  2005 .  We  conducted  our 
audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are 
required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The 
objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in 
accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements 
in  accordance  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Because  of  inherent 
limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also, 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become 
inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  3 1 ,  2004,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the  internal  control 
structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  and  understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant 
policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to 
determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  basic  financial  statements  and  not 
to  provide  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  intemal 
control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the 
intemal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in 
amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and 
not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We 
noted  no  matters  involving  the  intemal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses 
as  defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of 
public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

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The  fire  department  responded  to  a  total  of  94  emergency  calls  during  2004  (57  rescue  calls,  37 
fire  calls)  -  this  does  not  include  non-emergency  activities  -  which  totaled  138. 

We  have  31  active  volunteer  members,  including  14  basic  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  3 
intermediate  EMTs  and  1  Paramedic. 

Thanks  to  the  many  generous  donations  we  received  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  thermal  imaging 
camera  for  the  department  and  has  already  been  put  to  use. 

We  were  awarded  two  grants  this  year  -  one  for  dry-hydrants,  one  installed  at  the  Quarry  on 
Bible  Hill  Rd.,  two  others  will  be  installed  in  the  coming  year  one  at  the  bridge  on  Poor  Farm 
Rd.,  and  one  on  Todd  Rd.  The  second  grant  enabled  the  purchase  of  some  hazmat  suits  and  an 
ATV  which  will  be  used  by  fire  and  police  on  calls  when  we  cannot  reach  the  victim(s)  or 
location  by  fire  apparatus  or  police  vehicle.  To  enable  the  purchase  of  the  ATV,  the  volunteer 
fire  department  put  up  $5000.

Following  on  the  heels  of  one  of  the  busiest  years  for  the  Auxiliary  in  recent  history,  members 
wrapped  up  2004  with  a  full  agenda.    It  was  a  year  marked  with  sadness  as  well  as 
accomplishment. 

Bemice  Miller,  a  long  time  member  of  the  Francestown  fire  family,  passed  away  in  April.  The 
Auxiliary  assisted  her  family  with  a  Memorial  Reception  honoring  her  life. 

Regular  activities  include  fund  raisers  -  refreshment  sales  at  To\vn  Meeting,  and  a  corned  beef 
dirmer  served  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  Hillsborough  County  Forest  Fire  Wardens,  held  at  the 
Francestown  fire  station.  Additionally,  members  of  the  Auxiliary  and  Fire  Department  visit 
Francestown  schools  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October.  This  year  over  one  hundred 
students  and  teachers  participated  in  the  Fire  Prevention  and  Safety  program.  The  Auxiliary 
provides  refreshments  and  donates  a  Toadstool  Bookstores  gift  certificate  to  each  school  for 
literature  relating  to  fire  prevention  and  safety. 

The  2004  Francestown  Telephone  and  Business  Directory,  often  referred  to  as  'the  little  green 
phone  book',  was  well  received  by  residents  as  well  as  local  businesses.  An  ongoing  community 
service  project  of  the  Auxiliary,  the  Directory  will  be  published  bi-  annually. 

The  Auxiliary  was  honored  for  its  service  by  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Oak  Hill  Grange  this 
spring!  In  addition  to  members  of  the  fire  department  being  honored  at  the  Annual  Fire 
Department  Appreciation  Dinner,  the  Auxiliary  was  recognized  for  'extraordinary  service  and 
invaluable  support  to  the  FVFD  as  well  as  to  the  community'.  The  Oak  Hill  Grange,  Number  32, 
named  the  Auxiliary  the  recipient  of  their  prestigious  'Francestown  Citizen  of  the  Year  2004'  ! 

On  Memorial  Day,  in  a  service  described  by  many  as  a  moving  tribute  to  deceased  members  of 
the  Francestown  fire  company,  the  Auxiliary  and  Fire  Department  conducted  a  Dedication 
Service  held  at  Cemetery  #  3.

Breaking  all  records  in  the  history  of  Francestown  blood  drives,  a  whopping  seventy  seven 
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productive  pints  were  generously  donated  at  the  Holiday  Blood  Drive!  Donors  from  at  least  eight 
area  towns  now  donate  at  the  drives  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  and  December. 

With  a  history  of  sponsoring  Francestown  Girls  Scout  troops,  and  a  renewed  interest  in  scouting, 
the  Auxiliary  is  pleased  to  sponsor  Girl  Scout  troops  #3960.  #3136,  and  Studio  3B.  The  troops 
represent  more  than  thirty  scouts  ranging  in  age  from  five  to  seventeen.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  & 
Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  Kew  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your 
local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  fmd  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  A  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with 
snow.  T.he  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of 
household  waste.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES  at  i-800-498-6868  or 
www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help 
us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  For  more  information  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  & 
Lands  (603)  271-2217,  or  online  at  www.nhdfl.org. 

This  last  year  was  fairly  wet  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  m-onths,  however  we  finished  the  season 
with  an  active  fall  fire  season.

The  state 
implemented  a  program  called  Tower  Quest  to  help  citizens  learn  about  fire  towers  and  the  need  to  protect 
New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.  The  United  States  celebrated  Smokey  Bear's  60""  birthday  in  2004,  and 
celebrations  were  held  thjoughout  the  state.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department  and  the 
state's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  smart  and  tire  safe!

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Conservation  Commission  2004 

Two  important  land  acquisitions  were  made  tiiis  year  that  have  long  been  an 
ambition  of  the  Conservation  Commission;  In  early  Januar>'  the  selectmen  signed  the 
closing  documents  for  the  198.9  acre  Tamposi  property  (after  a  lot  of  negotiation  and  a 
couple  of  postponements),  and  in  April,  the  25  acre  parcel  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Merrill 
Memorial  area  of  the  Crotched  Mt  Town  Forest  was  purchased  from  H  &  H  Investments 
of  Francestown.  The  Tamposi  parcel  was  added  to  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town  Forest  at  the 
March  2004  Town  Meeting,  and  the  Commission  has  proposed  a  warrant  article  for  the 
2005  Town  Meeting  to  add  the  25  acre  lot  to  the  Town  Forest. 

A  major  focus  of  the  Commission  this  year  has  been  to  promote  the  importance  of 
protecting  our  open  spaces  and  conserving  our  natural  resources.  A  conservation 
awareness  campaign  has  been  initiated  in  collaboration  with  the  Piscataquog  Watershed 
Association  (PWA)  and  the  Francestown  Land  Trust  that  has  included  ads  and  related 
articles  in  the  Francestown  News. 

As  part  of  updating  the  Master  Plan  a  forum  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Commission  and  the  Planning  Board  in  August.  A  representative  from  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  NH  forest  made  a  presentation  that  focused  on  the  benefits  of  land 
conservation  and  the  importance  of  open  spaces  to  our  economy  and  quality  of  life.  This 
well-attended  forum  provided  a  lot  of  facts  on  the  "Dollars  and  Sense  of  Open  Space" 
reinforcing  the  Conservation  Commissions  position  that  protecting  open  space  helps  keep 
our  taxes  down,  primarily  as  undeveloped  land  requires  very  little  in  the  way  of 
community  services.  There  was  some  discussion  on  how  our  community  might  work  to 
protect  our  open  space  through  zoning,  planning  and  other  efforts. 

Related  to  that,  the  Commission  has  been  working  with  the  Planning  Board  on 
conservation  based  zoning  issues  that  include  creating  an  Open  Space  Development 
Ordinance  and  revising  the  zoning  ordinances  to  include  protection  for  vernal  pools  and 
buffers  around  wetland  areas  that  are  of  a  size  greater  than  3000  square  feet.  The 
increased  protection  for  the  wetland  areas  is  based  on  recommendations  and  supporting 
data  found  in  the  publication  "Buffers  for  Wetlands  and  Surface  Waters;  A  guidebook  for 
NH  Municipalities".  A  buffer  around  these  critical  areas  is  essential  to  their  ftinctional 
usefiilness  for  wildlife  and  to  protecting  water  quality. 

In  October  the  Commission  unanimously  voted  to  endorse  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  'NH  Everlasting  Initiative'  and  to  support  a 
collaborative  effort  with  other  land  protection  organizations  to  protect  25%  of  the  land  in 
Francestown.  The  goals  of  the  NH  Everlasting  initiative  are: 

•  Conserve  up  to  25  percent  of  open  space  in  each  community 

•  Protect  sustainable-managed  forests  to  support  our  forest-based  economy 

•  Secure  key  habitats  to  preserve  the  biodiversity  of  our  native  plants  and 
animals 

•  Keep  our  waters  clean  to  ensure  we  all  have  enough  clean  drinking  water 

•  Save  our  productive  farmlands  so  that  every  community  can  benefit  fi^om 
healthy,  locally  grown  food. 

To  meet  these  goals  about  another  2010  acres  of  our  most  important  conservation  lands 
need  to  be  conserved  through  easement  protection  or  acquisition,  as  most  appropriate 
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The  process  for  assessing  conservation  land  was  revised  this  year  and  an  updated 
"Land  Evaluation  Criteria  for  Expenditure  of  Conservation  Funds"  was  adopted  by  the 
board;  some  of  the  items  included  in  this  list  of  considerations  are:  critical  wildlife 
habitat,  rare  species,  wetlands  and  watershed  protection,  preserving  rural  character  of  the 
community,  views,  agricultural  areas,  potential  for  recreation  and  education,  links  to 
other  conservation  lands,  and  general  public  benefit.  This  criteria  list  is  available  upon 
request  from  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Last  year  voters  supported  a  warrant  article  for  funds  to  digitize  our  tax  maps. 
This  map  digitization  has  been  completed  and  the  data  is  being  used  to  update  maps  for 
the  Plaiming  Board,  and  will  eventually  be  used  by  the  Commission  to  update  Natural 
Resource  hiventory  maps  of  the  town.  In  December  the  Conservation  Commission 
invited  Jeff  Porter  of  the  South  West  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SWRPC)  to  give  a 
presentation  on  Natural  Resource  Inventories.  This  was  extremely  informative  and  the 
Commission  was  given  specific  information  on  how  to  best  begin  the  work  on  our 
inventory.  (By  starting  with  aerial  photos  to  identify  land  cover  types)    Members  will 
begin  working  on  this  with  assistance  from  the  SWRPC  throughout  the  next  year. 

Stewardship  and  management  of  the  Town  Forests  are  an  ongoing  responsibility: 
In  May  our  consulting  forester  Dan  Cyr  presented  us  with  suggestions  for  several 
proposed  management  activities  on  the  various  Town  Forests,  several  of  which  are  still 
being  assessed  by  the  board.    The  bounds  of  the  Shattuck  Pond  Town  Forest,  the 
Tamposi  lots  and  the  newly  acquired  25-acre  lot  were  painted  and  blazed,  and  a  timber 
harvest  was  completed  in  a  107-acre  section  of  the  Crotched  Mt  Town  Forest.  As  part  of 
the  management  project  for  this  area  wildlife  openings  were  created  in  the  forest,  dense 
softwood  areas  were  left  uncut  for  potential  deer  wintering  areas  and  some  of  the  large 
'butt'  logs  were  left  in  the  forest  for  wildlife  habitat.  The  net  proceeds  from  this  harvest 
totaled  nearly  $55,000,  which  was  placed  into  the  Conservation  Fund  and  will  be  used  to 
ftirther  our  conservation  efforts. 

The  hiking  trails  in  the  Town  Forest  continue  to  be  monitored  and  maintained  by 
volunteers,  and  are  quite  well  used  throughout  all  seasons.  This  year  as  a  result  of  several 
reports  of  lost  hikers  more  directional  signs  were  placed  along  the  trails,  maps  were 
placed  at  the  trailheads,  and  some  modifications  were  made  to  Scot's  trail  to  hopefully 
keep  folks  from  going  astray.  Once  again  a  Trails  Day  was  sponsored  in  July,  this  year  a 
trail  was  created  in  the  new  Shattuck  Pond  Town  Forest,  beginning  on  Pleasant  Pond 
Road,  and  going  out  and  around  the  pond  to  a  scenic  picnic  area.  Many  thanks  are 
extended  to  everyone  who  has  assisted  with  the  trail  building  and  maintenance  work. 

It  was  an  honor  this  year  to  be  able  to  host  a  forest-fire  training  program  for  the 
Francestown  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  in  the  Town  Forest.  The  Commission  was  delighted  to 
be  able  to  provide  a  fitting  place  for  our  fire  personnel  to  train  and  look  forward  to 
continuing  to  offer  a  suitable  place  for  these  important  training  activities. 

Throughout  the  year  Commission  members  have  participated  in  many  of  our 
usual  activities;  reviewing  wetland  and  subdivision  applications,  leading  after-school 
hikes  for  elementary  school  children,  participating  in  various  conservation  education 
workshops,  monitoring  easements,  dealing  with  easement  and  wetland  violations, 
sponsoring  a  snowshoe  hike  and  an  Earth  Day  road  side  cleanup  event,  passed  out 
seedlings  at  the  school,  and  led  a  bird  watching  hike  in  May  that  is  hoped  to  become  an 
annual  event. 
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The  Commission  applied  for  two  separate  Land  &  Water  Conservation  Fund 
grants  for  a  total  of  $200,000,  but  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report  has  not  received  notice 
as  to  their  success.  The  board  received  approval  for  an  extension  of  the  LCHIP  grant  for 
the  Shattuck  Pond  project,  and  is  still  waiting  for  surveyors  to  complete  surveys  on  the 
town-owned  old  ski  area  land  to  complete  that  aspect  of  the  LCHIP  project.  With  support 
of  voters  at  Town  Meeting  it  is  hoped  that  we  can  complete  not  only  the  Shattuck  Pond 
project,  but  other  critical  land  conservation  projects  as  well. 

With  increasing  development  pressure  all  around  us,  and  imminent  proposals  for 
major  subdivisions  likely  in  the  very  near  ftiture,  it  is  imperative  that  we  act  to  save  our 
most  critical  conservation  areas  before  it  is  too  late.  A  one  million  dollar  bond  request  is 
being  proposed  as  a  town  weirrant  article  for  open  space  protection.  After  much 
deliberation  it  was  determined  that  this  is  the  best  way  to  fund  a  major  land  protection 
effort.  If  we  do  not  raise  a  significant  amount  of  fimding  we  stand  to  lose  the  grant 
money  currently  available  to  us;  and  it  is  very  likely  that  the  cost  of  land  will  be  even 
higher  in  the  ftiture,  or  worse,  permanently  lost  to  development.  Please  seriously 
consider  the  long-term  impact  to  our  town  if  we  do  not  act  now  to  protect  our  quality  of 
life  and  preserve  the  rural  character  of  Francestown,  and  support  the  bond  at  Town 
Meeting.

TRANSFER  STATION 

Clayton  Foote  was  put  in  charge  of  the  transfer  station  in  January  of  2004.

A  new  contract  has  been  signed  allowing  a  substantial  savings  to  our  taxpayers.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  20-kilowatt  emergency  generator  was  purchased  and  currently  resides  in  the  old 
maintenance  shed.  We  still  have  to  install  the  connectors  to  make  it  totally  functional. 

All  of  the  Fire  Department  vehicle  mobile  radios  were  replaced  thanks  to  the  funds  made 
available  by  Homeland  Security.  The  project  to  upgrade  the  emergency  communication  radios 
has  been  ongoing  since  the  911  disaster.  The  Police  Department  was  the  first  to  receive  the  new 
equipment  changing  both  mobile  and  portable  radios.  The  next  phase  will  be  to  replace  the  Fire 
Department  portables.  This  project  has  greatly  improved  the  ability  of  both  departments  to 
communicate  with  not  only  other  departments  locally  but  also  with  other  departments  and 
agencies  across  State  boundaries,  and  eventually  nationally. 

With  Homeland  I  and  1 1  grant  funds,  we  were  able  to  purchase  four  highly  specialized 
hazardous  materials  handing  suits  and  a  2-person  4-wheel  drive  all-purpose  utility  vehicle  for 
both  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments.  The  4-wheel  drive  all-purpose  utility  vehicle  will  be  used 
to  transport  equipment  and  manpower  to  remote  locations  during  emergencies  and  can  also  be 
used  to  transport  injured  individuals  to  awaiting  EMS  personnel  from  areas  that  cannot  readily  be 
accessed  by  current  emergency  vehicles.  Although  the  grant  funds  were  not  sufficient  to 
accomplish  both  purchases  in  total,  the  Fire  Department  and  MT.  Crochet  Firefighters 
Association,  voted  to  gift  to  the  Town  the  balance  needed  which  amounted  to  more  than  50%  of 
the  purchase  price. 

Since  we  now  have  the  91 1  maps  and  they  are  being  used  by  all  of  our  emergency  and  dispatch 
personnel,  please  remember  to  place  your  house  number  where  it  can  be  easily  seen  by  those 
responding  to  the  emergency  situation.  House  numbers  greatly  assist  emergency  personnel  to 
locate  the  residence  in  question  and  enhance  response  time. 

I  am  available  to  answer  your  questions  related  to  natural  disasters,  emergency  services,  etc.

Again  as  in  past  years,  the  departments'  calls  for  service  continue  to  climb.  Officers 
responded  to  over  4284  requests  for  service.  The  ski  area  has  pleasantly  surprised  us  all 
in  that  it  has  not  added  a  great  deal  to  our  work  load  other  than  traffic  enforcement  and 
the  accidents  that  people  have  been  involved  in  coming  and  going  to  the  ski  area. 

Officers  made  over  31  court  appearances  for  trials.  Officers  attended  over  50  training 
sessions  during  the  year.  The  District  and  Superior  courts  order  individuals  to  check  in 
with  the  police  department  on  a  daily  basis,  seven  days  a  week,  requiring  that  an  officer 
speak  to  the  individual  by  phone  or  at  the  police  station  to  verify  that  the  individual  is 
still  in  the  area  and  being  of  good  behavior.  This  was  done  over  69  times  this  year. 
Officers  assisted  the  neighboring  towns  when  requested  over  92  times. 

Officers  took  report  of  over  63  road  hazards  ranging  from  wires  and  trees  in  the  road  to 
washouts  and  hazardous  road  conditions.  Officers  took  10  burglary  reports  this  year  some 
involving  little  or  no  property  damage  to  others  involving  considerable  property  damage. 
Some  of  the  burglaries  involved  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  stolen  items.  Six  of 
these  have  been  solved  by  officers  and  citizens  being  observant  and  identifying  a  vehicle 
in  the  area  of  the  crimes.  This  led  to  the  arrest  of  the  four  individuals  involved. 

Officers  investigated  and  arrested  4  individuals  for  shoplifting  at  the  village  store. 
Officers  took  report  of  5  Alleged  Aggravated  Felonious  Sexual  Assaults.  Officers  made 
over  996  motor  vehicle  stops.  784  were  resolved  with  warnings  issued  to  the  operators, 
212  were  issued  summonses  and  1 1  were  arrested. 

Officers  investigated  66  motor  vehicle  accidents  many  of  which  were  reportable  to  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  Responding  to  an  accident  can  involve  as  little  as  1  hour  or  as 
much  as  4  to  5  hours  if  there  are  injuries  and  numerous  vehicles  to  be  towed.  The  officers 
are  required  to  determine  the  seriousness  and  cause  of  the  accident,  if  there  is  fault  or 
negligence  involved  and  if  charges  should  be  brought.  The  officers  must  then  write  their 
reports  and  fill  out  a  state  accident  report  form,  which  can  take  another  2  hours.  If  the 
accident  involves  an  arrest  the  entire  process  can  take  as  many  as  5  or  6  hours. 

The  department  received  43  burglar  alarm  activation  calls  with  an  officer  responding  to 

most  of  them  to  check  on  why  the  alann  was  activated.  Most  of  the  time  it  is  learned  that 

the  alarms  are  set  off  by  the  weather,  a  power  problem  or  people  authorized  to  be  on  the 

premises.

Not  included  in  the  attached  break  down  of  type  of  calls  that  we  respond  to  are  the 
numerous  requests  that  the  officers  get  for  advice,  directions  and  where's  the  closest  gas 
station  or  restaurant.  All  services  that  we  gladly  provide  if  there  is  an  officer  available. 
Those  services  rendered  by  the  officers  probably  total  as  many  as  200  to  300  a  year. 

Last  year  we  attempted  to  have  an  officer  on  duty  for  14  to  16  hours  a  day  as  reported  in 
last  year's  town  report.  Unfortunately  when  the  funding  for  this  was  not  supported  at 
town  meeting  then  we  had  to  revert  back  to  8  hours  a  day  on  average.  This  year  I  hope 
that  the  citizens'  support  the  funding  needed  to  have  an  officer  available  when  needed  as 
demonstrated  by  the  calls  that  we  receive.  The  calls  come  from  6  am  to  about  1  am  the 
next  morning  and  with  only  having  an  officer  working  8  out  of  those  19  hours  has  meant 
that  a  lot  of  issues  have  had  to  wait  until  the  next  day  or  even  longer  to  be  addressed.

This  year's  rabies  clinic  was  a  success.  A  rabies  clinic  will  again  be  held  in  2005  - 
probably  in  April  -  watch  for  posters  as  to  the  date  and  time.  State  law  requires  cats  be 
vaccinated  against  rabies.  Remember  cats  need  to  be  in  a  carrier  and  dogs  on  a  leash. 
Please  remember  to  bring  along  your  animal's  current  rabies  certificate. 

State  law  requires  all  dogs  over  3  months  old  be  licensed  by  April  30"^  each  year. 
Remember  -  in  addition  to  the  license  fee  -  there  is  an  additional  fee  after  June  T'  to 
license  your  dog  (S25.00  Forfeit  Fee  and  $  1.00  per  month  for  each  month  you  are 
delinquent).  Proof  of  rabies  vaccination  (a  rabies  certificate)  is  required  to  license  your 
dog  -  make  sure  you  bring  the  certificate  with  you  when  you  go  to  the  Town  Office  to 
license  you  dog.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance  give  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  the  power  to  do  the  following:  (1)  hear  appeals  from  administrative  decisions  relating  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  (2)  grant  "Special  Exceptions  under  the  Ordinance,  (3) 
authorize  "Variances"  from  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance,  and  (4)  grant  "equitable  Waivers"  from 
compliance  with  the  dimensional  requirements  of  the  Ordinance.  In  each  case  the  power  of  the  Board  is 
strictly  limited  by  the  terms  of  the  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance.  Persons  wishing  to  bring  a  matter  before 
the  Board  should  examine  the  Ordmance  before  filing  an  application.  Copies  of  the  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications,  information  on  filing  fees  and  costs  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices. 

For  2004  the  Board  members  were  Charles  M.  Pyle,  Chairman,  Josef  Nemeth,  Vice-Chairman,  Abigail 
Arnold  and  Sue  Jonas.  Mike  Jones,  Cindy  St.  Jean,  Lois  Leavitt  and  Ben  Watson  served  as  alternates, 
Melissa  Stewart  the  Minutes  Clerk. 

During  2004  Board  granted  the  following  Special  Exceptions  to: 

•  TPR  Development  to  modify  prior  Special  Exceptions,  regarding  hotel  units  at  Tory  Pines 
Resorts. 

•  Dubois  Thompson,  Main  Street,  to  operate  a  business  consisting  of  the  sale  of  firearms,  subject 
to  conditions. 

•  To  H&H  Investments  LLC  to  permit  subdivision  of  property  located  on  Campbell  Hill  road 
into  4  lots  by  using  the  cluster  zoning  provision  of  the  Ordinance  and  subject  to  conditions. 

•  John  Lapointe  to  permit  the  crossing  of  a  perennial  stream  on  property  located  on  Bible  Hill, 
again  subject  to  conditions. 

•  To  Benjamin  and  Katherine  Taylor  to  permit  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  an  existing 
building  located  on  Sleeper  Mill  Lane,  subject  to  a  condition. 

•  NH  RSA  Partnership,  d/b/a  Verizon  Wireless  to  permit  the  co-location  of  panel-type  antennae 
and  installation  of  an  equipment  shelter  on  property  located  on  Crotched  Mountain,  subject  to 
conditions. 

The  Board  denied  an  application  for  variance  by  Geoffrey  Katz  to  permit  residential  construction  on  two 
lots  located  on  Scoby  Point  Lane.  The  Board  later  denied  a  request  by  Mr.  Katz  for  a  rehearing. 

The  Board  considered  an  application  for  a  Variance  by  David  and  Maria  Hackett  to  place  a  septic  system 
on  property  on  Pleasant  Pond  Road.  An  application  for  a  Variance  for  a  septic  system  on  the  same 
property  by  a  prior  owner  had  been  denied  in  an  earlier  case.  The  Board  determined  that  the  current 
application  was  materially  different  from  the  earlier  case  and  accepted  the  application.  A  hearing  will  be 
scheduled  for  early  2005. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  are  scheduled  for  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  All 
meetings  are  opened  to  the  public. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Francestown  Board  of  Adjustment  for  their  continued 
diligence  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  Board  during  2004.

ELECTIONS  &  APPOINTMENTS 

In  March  the  board  re-elected  Sarah  Pyle  as  Chairman  and  Bob  Lindgren  as  SecretaryA^ice 
Chair,  each  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Peter  Zahn  was  again  elected  Chair  of  the  Completeness 
Review  Committee.  The  board  appoint'^d  Dennis  Calcutt  to  a  3-year  term  as  alternate  (expires 
2007).  Upon  the  resignation  of  board  member  Bill  McAuley,  Ben  Watson  was  appointed  to 
complete  the  term  and  Tom  Anderson  was  appointed  as  alternate  member  (terms  expiring  2005). 

PLANNING  &  ZONING 

With  ever-increasing  development  pressures  on  our  towTi,  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  the 
town's  Zoning  Ordinance  to  determine  areas  where  changes  or  updates  should  be  brought  to  a 
vote  of  the  town.  As  a  result  of  that  work,  three  proposed  changes  to  the  Zoning  laws  will  be  on 
the  town  ballot  this  year. 

I.  The  first,  an  Open  Space  Development  ordinance,  is  a  revision  of  the  current  Cluster 
Housing  ordinance  that  the  board  feels  is  in  keeping  with  current  preferred  development  models 
and  will  help  define  development  standards  for  both  applicants  and  board  members. 
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"Open  space"  is  a  method  of  development  that  encourages  developers  and  those  interested  in 
subdividing  larger  tracts  of  land  to  center  or  "cluster"  building  sites  on  the  land  in  order  to  leave  a 
maximum  amount  of  land  undeveloped  or  "open."  The  goal  of  this  type  of  development  model  is 
to  reduce  "sprawl"  -  a  term  used  to  descnbe  the  result  of  conventional  development  that  creates 
one  building  lot  for  each  measure  of  frontage.  Open  Space  Planners  work  to  avoid  sprawl  in  part 
because  with  conventional  development,  every  square  foot  of  each  developed  parcel  is  converted 
to  front  yards,  back  yards,  streets,  or  driveways.  Nothing  is  left  over  to  become  open  space: 
fields,  walking  trails,  or  woodlands,  in  this  land-consumptive  process. 

Open  space  zoning  allows  at  least  the  same  overall  amount  of  development  that  is  already 
permitted.  With  the  proposed  ordinance,  applicants  will  be  required  to  provide  buffers  for 
clustered  building  sites  and  minimum  set-asides  of  50%  for  open  land,  to  be  permanently 
protected  under  a  deed  restriction  or  conservation  easement.  In  return,  they  are  offered  incentives 
for  using  the  open  space  option,  including  specific  interior  road  standards  and,  with  each 
concession  to  open  space,  a  percentage  increase  in  building  lots. 

Although  the  basic  principal  of  the  OSD  is  similar  to  that  of  the  existing  Cluster  option,  there 
are  some  major  differences  that  the  board  feels  will  make  the  OSD  option  more  workable. 
Changes  include  making  this  option  available  for  single  family  housing  without  requiring  a 
special  exception  from  the  ZBA,  specific  language  about  minimum  road  requirements,  and 
allowing  minimum  lot  size  to  be  set  on  a  case-by-case  basis  -  these  are  changes  the  board 
believes  will  encourage  the  use  of  the  Opens  Space  Development  option  over  conventional 
development. 

II.  The  second  is  a  modification  to  the  town's  wetland  setbacks.  The  board  is  recommending 
this  change  to  the  ordinance  for  two  reasons:  to  bring  town  law  into  conformity  with  state  law 
(RSA  482-2:A).  And,  because  of  the  critical  role  our  wetlands  play  in  the  water  quality  of  our 
area,  the  board  recommends  providing  a  100'  building  setback  from  significant  wetlands. 

III.  At  the  request  of  the  building  inspector,  the  Planning  Board  is  proposing  that  the  Rules 
Governing  Inspector  of  Building  and  Building  Plans  be  expanded  to  include  the  construction  of 
any:  swimming  pool,  athletic  court,  windmill,  any  freestanding  satellite  dish,  solar  collector  or 
communications  antennae.  Should  the  change  be  accepted  by  voters,  construction  of  the 
aforementioned  would  require  a  building  permit. 

As  part  of  our  work  on  the  Master  Plan  update,  the  Board  engaged  the  assistance  of 
Southwest  Regional  Planning  to  update  town  reference  maps  and  the  Land  Use  section  of  the 
plan.  With  these  tools,  the  board  will  work  to  identify  areas  of  town  in  which  managed  growth 
and  creative  planning  can  help  preserve  our  town's  character.

FRANCESTOWN'S  SIX  YEAR  (2005-2010) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 

The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP)  serves  a  very  important  function,  it  is 
used  as  a  valuable  planning  tool  that  should  help  the  Town  to  anticipate,  prioritize, 
coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures.  Over  the  last  several  years,  the  Town 
has  successfully  kept  the  fiscal  impact  of  the  CIP  flat.  This  year  is  no  exception. 

The  purchase  of  $1  million  of  open  space  this  year  has  been  added  to  the  plan  for 
reasons  that  include:  land  proposed  for  acquisition  is  critical  and  irreplaceable  open 
space;  without  town  funding  we  are  likely  to  lose  in  excess  of  $285k  of  matching 
grants;  acquiring  the  land  is  no  more  expensive,  and  perhaps  less  expensive,  over  time 
than  alternative  residential  development.  Some  of  The  Selectmen  have  commented  that 
they  think  that  the  town  needs  to  have  more  residential  development,  not  less.  (But 
analyses  done  throughout  the  state  have  proved  that  residential  development  costs 
towns  significantly  more  in  the  way  of  community  services  than  open  space,  even  when 
open  space  is  publicly  owned.)  Reasons  for  recommending  bonding  -  repayment  of 
which  will  not  begin  until  2006  -  to  finance  the  acquisition  instead  of  the  more  typical 
reserve  financing  include  the  magnitude  and  timing  of  the  project.  The  Selectmen  are 
concerned  that  the  town  needs  to  reserve  its  borrowing  capacity  -currently  estimated 
between  $5  and  $6  million  -  for  future  emergencies  and  that  the  town  just  can't  afford 
to  do  it. 

There  are  both  short  term  and  long-term  impacts  of  the  proposed  Warrant  items  that 
need  to  be  considered  when  reviewing  the  requested  CIP  projects.  The  increasing  cost 
of  emergency  vehicles,  while  necessary,  will  place  upward  pressure  on  the  existing 
levels  of  reserves  and  will  necessitate  increases  in  the  future.  The  Police  Department  is 
proposing  to  upgrade,  in  2008  or  later,  following  the  departure  of  FIHS,  the  current 
Police  Station  in  order  to  bring  the  Station  into  compliance  with  State  Law.  A  new 
reserve  has  been  created  to  accommodate  Fire  Department  plans  to  update,  and  create 
additional  fire-ponds  and  dry  hydrants.  In  light  of  recent  events,  there  is  a  need  to 
accelerate  inspection  and  possible  repair  of  the  Town's  roads  and  bridges.  This  requires 
accelerated  funding  of  reserves  to  meet  scheduled  bridge  repair  costs  over  the  next  5-10 
years.  It  is  also  important  to  re-seat  the  Road  Study  Committee  to  provide  assistance  to 
the  Town  in  their  planning  and  assessment  of  need  and  prioritization  of  projects 

Over  the  last  several  years,  the  Francestown  has  grown  in  many  ways,  we  are  more 
diverse,  may  work  farther  from  home,  have  more  cars,  children,  as  well  as  pets,  we  are 
getting  both  younger  and  older,  all  of  these  forces  contribute  to  the  changing  needs  of 
our  Town.  With  growth  comes  responsibility  to  plan  for  the  impact  of  the  growth  on  all 
facets  of  our  Community.  The  CIP  is  established  in  order  to  assist  the  individual 
Departments  as  well  as  the  residents  of  Town  to  plan  for  the  future  needs,  and  to 
identify  the  impact  of  those  needs,  on  our  taxes. 

Specifics  of  the  2005  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in 
Column  2  of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as 
actually  proposed  by  the  departments  and/or  the  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN-  2004 

There  were  46  building  permits  issued:  8  houses,  2  decks,  8  bams,  6  garages,  1 1 
additions,  6  sheds,  1  porch,  2  sunrooms,  I  temporary  trailer  and  I  cattle  feeder. 

There  were  1211  registered  voters  in  town:  401  Republicans,  251  Democrats,  and  559 
Undeclared. 

New  Holland  Vineyard  School  closed  its  doors  in  June  after  5  years  of  operation. 

The  first  part  of  the  Main  Street  reconstruction  began  in  August.  The  project  will  be 
completed  in  2005. 

Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  had  1 53  members,  including  92 
lifetime  members.  FIHS  sponsored  the  S?""  Labor  Day  Weekend  festivities.  The  parade 
theme  was  "It's  All  in  a  Day's  Work".  In  August,  FIHS  presented  the  town  with  a  case 
(made  by  Rob  Ames)  to  display  the  Boston  Post  Cane,  and  a  plaque  listing  previous 
holders  of  the  cane.  The  Boston  Post  Cane  in  its  new  case,  and  the  plaque  will  be 
displayed  at  the  town  offices.  FIHS  acquired  a  new  home  in  October  with  the  purchase  of 
the  "Butterfield  Block"  also  known  as  the  "Beehive".  Plans  are  underway  to  restore  the 
building  for  use  as  a  museum,  genealogy  research  center  and  office  area  for  the 
organization.  Through  the  assistance  of  longtime  FIHS  members,  Alison  and  Elliott 
Hersey,  a  grant  was  obtained  from  the  Whittemore  Family  Fund  of  the  Monadnock 
Community  Foundation.  The  grant  enabled  the  purchase  of  a  new  computer  system, 
printer,  scanner  and  digital  camera  to  use  in  the  continuing  work  to  catalog  artifacts, 
photos  and  ephemera  in  the  museum.  The  historical  rooms  were  open  Labor  Day,  the 
second  Saturday  of  each  month  and  by  appointment. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  280  lifetime  members  and  38  annual  members.  Programs 
held  at  the  OMH  included:  "Verdant  Visions"  in  April,  "Randy  Armstrong  Trio"  in  June, 
"Cheshiremen  Barbershop  Chorus"  in  July,  "Wind  Quartet  by  Lipatti,  Kodaly's  Terzetto 
and  Beethoven's  Serenade,  Opus  25"  in  August,  Labor  Day  Vespers  and  open  house  in 
September,  and  "Odds  Bodkin"  in  December.  Ten  weddings  and  3  memorial  services 
were  held  at  OMH  during  the  year.  Of  special  note  was  the  creation  of  5  posters  designed 
by  the  OMH  historian.  They  depict  the  history  of  the  OMH  and  contain  historic  photos 
and  documents.  They  can  be  seen  on  display  during  Labor  Day  and  other  events  at  the 
OMH. 

Oak  Hill  Grange  #32  had  20  members  including  5  golden  sheaf  members  (members  for 
50+  years).  The  master  was  Merle  Jones  and  the  secretary  Dariel  Peterson.  Citizen  of  the 
Year  Award  was  presented  to  the  Francestown  Fireman's  Auxiliary.  Programs  included. 
Meet  the  Candidates  Night  on  February  5'^  and  a  Special  Candidate  Night  at  the  request 
of  the  townspeople  which  was  held  on  September  16*.  The  dictionary  project  continued 
in  its  3'^''  year  of  the  5  year  project.  Dictionaries  were  presented  to  every  3"^  grader  in 
Francestown  and  Hancock.  The  Grange  placed  exhibits  in  the  Hopkinton  and  Hillsboro 
County  Fairs  and  won  ribbons,  money  and  prizes.  The  theme  of  the  exhibits  was  the 
dictionary  project. 

There  were  2  churches  meeting  in  town.  Francestown  Community  Church  on  Main  St 
found  a  permanent  minister  in  February,  Rev  Suzanne  Lamport.  The  Village  Baptist 
Church,  officiated  by  Pastor  Andrew  Dean  met  at  the  elementary  school. 

There  were  76  students  K-4*  grade  enrolled  in  Francestown  Elementary  School  as  of 
October  T'  and  26  home  schooled  students. 

There  were  2  pre-schools  in  town.  Joyful  Tikes,  a  private  school,  had  an  enrollment  of 
12  students,  age  3-4  years,  from  Francestown,  Bennington  and  Greenfield.  Francestown 
Community  Preschool  was  also  in  operation,  and  in  August,  moved  from  the  basement  of 
the  Post  Office  building  on  the  NH  Tpk  South  to  the  Community  Church  on  Main  Street. 

There  were  3  Girl  Scout  troops  in  town.  Troop  #3960,  Kindergarten  and  T'  graders 
(Daisy  and  1^'  year  Brownies)  had  10  members.  Troop  #3 136,  2"*^  through  4'*'  graders 
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(Brownie/  Juniors)  had  16  members.  Troop  #  4009,  11-17  year  olds  (Studio  2B)  had  10 
members, 

There  were  9  boys  participating  in  Boy  Scouts  through  June.  At  that  time  the  troop  was 
disbanded  due  to  no  available  leaders  and  also  not  enough  boys  to  constitute  a  troop. 
There  were  no  cub  scouts. 

The  Food  Co-Op,  in  its  SO"'  year  met  twice  a  month  at  the  town  hall. 

Pleasant  Pond  Players  presented  "Falling  Shorts"  in  October,  with  proceeds  from  ticket 
sales  benefiting  the  town  library. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were:  US  Army 
Reserve-Sgt  Richard  Roberts,  US  Marine  Corps-Staff  Sgt  Richard  Beard,  Air  National 
Guard-Colonel  Sylvia  Johnson. 

Francestown  mourned  the  loss  of  several  residents  in  2004. 
February  12,  2004-Raymond  J  Fauchon,  worked  as  a  supervisor  at  Pratt  &  Whitney  and 
volunteered  at  the  transfer  station. 

April  1,  2004-Bernice  Elizabeth  Miller,  a  lifelong  resident  of  town,  had  worked  for  the 
American  Guernsey  Cattle  Club  (formerly  of  Peterborough),  Daniels  Garage  in  New 
Boston,  as  a  school  bus  driver  in  Francestown,  a  mail  carrier  in  New  Boston  and  also 
served  as  supervisor  of  the  checklist  in  Francestown.  She  was  a  member  of  Oak  Hill 
Grange  #32. 

August  19,  2004-Lieselotte  Elsberg  Gilman,  was  bom  in  Munich  Germany  and  studied 
chemistry  and  pharmacy  at  the  University  of  Munich.  She  worked  as  a  research  chemist 
for  Wamer-Chilcott  and  Pfizer  and  received  a  medal  for  her  work  in  developing  new 
drugs.  She  enjoyed  skiing,  canoeing,  gardening,  and  was  an  accomplished  painter. 
October  7,  2004-Wilfred  C  Foote,  a  Francestown  native  was  a  member  of  the  Loyal 
Order  of  Moose  club, 

November  9.  2004-Nathaniel  Scott  St  Cyr,  premature  infant. 
All  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  community.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Francestown  Recreational  Department  is  pleased  to  report  a  very  successful  year  of 
activities  in  2004.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  events  and  accomplishments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

The  baseball  league  was  a  great  success;  58  boys  and  girls  ages  5-12  competed.  The  summer 
camp  programs  were  also  a  great  success.  We  had  73  participants  in  a  variety  of  camps  including 
tennis,  basketball,  volleyball,  skateboarding,  dance,  and  an  arts  and  crafts  program.  This  did  not 
include  the  over  25  kids  involved  with  the  soccer  camp  sponsored  by  the  Rec  Department  and 
run  by  Pete  Ketchum.  A  Certified  Red  Cross  swim  program  was  led  by  two  local  certified  Water 
Safety  Instructors  who  taught  25  resident  children  how  to  swim.  The  town  beach  area  at  Scoby 
Pond  was  fully  staffed  for  the  entire  summer  with  a  local  lifeguard  staff 

Several  adult  programs  were  sponsored  including  aerobics  and  yoga  run  by  local  volunteers. 
With  the  help  of  several  youths  and  their  families  we  were  able  to  give  the  skateboard  park  a  face 
lift.  A  pickup  basketball  league  began  in  January  at  the  elementary  school  gym.  Also,  there  is  a 
concerted  effort  underway  to  keep  the  town  fire  pond  clear  for  skaters  throughout  the  winter. 

Plans  for  the  future  include:  A  playground  for  the  children,  a  second  parking  lot  to  relieve 
pressure  fi-om  Old  County  Road  South,  modifications  to  the  current  baseball  field  to  make  it 
compatible  to  Cal  Ripken  Baseball  League  standards,  a  second  practice  baseball  field,  and 
modifications  to  the  soccer  field  to  help  with  the  drainage  problem.  We  have  added  spectator 
stands  to  the  current  baseball  field  and  will  have  the  large  soccer  goals  repaired  in  the  spring  to 
include  new  nets  (already  in  hand). 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  participation  of  our  volunteers,  especially  the  past  and  ongoing  efforts 
of  the  Francestown  Sand  and  Gravel  Company.  All  comments  and  recommendations  are 
welcome.  A  new  website  will  soon  be  on  line  to  facilitate  information  flow  to  and  from  the 
Recreation  Department.  Meetings  will  be  held  at  7:00  pm  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month 
downstairs  in  the  town  offices  unless  otherwise  noted.

Terry  Jarest  repaired  77  gravesites,  but  due  to  weather  and  previous  commitments  was  unable  to  complete 
this  assignment.  Supplies  are  on  hand,  so  the  completion  of  this  project  will  be  in  2005. 

Our  Town  Landscaping  planted  a  variety  of  trees  and  shrubs  in  Cemetery  #3-NW.  Funds  carried  over  from 
Article  20,  2002,  plus  a  donation,  completed  this  project. 

On  May  30,  the  Francestown  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  conducted  a  Memorial  Service  honoring  the  men  of  our 
town  who  spent  many  years  serving  as  our  volunteer  firemen.  Forty-eight  flags  were  placed  at  monuments 
by  family  members. 

With  the  bribing  of,  "You  can  have  all  you  want  to  eat  at  the  Village  Store",  Gary  Paige  and  Jr.  Foote 
moved  a  donated  shed  to  the  rear  of  cemetery  #3  for  the  sole  purpose  of  discarding  plant  containers  and 
arrangements.  In  the  past,  tired  potted  plant  containers  and  wired  arrangements  were  tossed  over  the  rear 
stone  walls,  onto  private  property!  The  shed  should  help  to  resolve  this  problem.  Our  thanks  go  to  Skip  and 
Dave  Kullgren  for  building  new  doors  for  the  building. 

Martha  Eisenberg  and  Dan  Cyr  continued  offering  their  services  and  talents  helping  to  make  the  cemeteries 
attractive.  We  hope  you're  noticing  the  improvements. 

At  last,  we  are  joining  the  21st  century;  The  Selectmen  donated  a  computer  to  us,  and  we  are  sincerely 
appreciative. 

A  report  will  be  presented  at  Town  Meeting  regarding  the  plans  and  progress  of  the  new  stone  wall  at 
cemetery  #3. 

Eleven  interments  were  conducted  at  #3  cemetery  in  2004. 

The  fees  for  cemetery  Lots  are  as  follows: 

31/2' X  10' -—$400.00. 

For  one  adult  interment,  or  multiple  cremains,  dependant  on  containment. 

31/2' X  5'-— $300.00 
Three  vaulted  cremains,  or  multiple  cremains,  dependant  on  contairmient.
